To toll you nbout my journey hero, would 


tnku a book. I Imvo not time now to write it 
in full, and besides, if I should, it would, as 
the editors say, " exclude much other matter 
or interest." So I will sketch it only in brief, 
ntid reserve something of it to chat with you 
about when I sco you in person. 


You liavo learned of my being shipwreck- 


ed soon after leaving New York, so that I 
need tell you but littlo nbout that. 1 Imvo 
seen and been on " old Ocean," in all tba 
grandeur and magnificence of " a storm ut 
sou," at the dead of night and at thu noon of 
day. 
Ono should experience, in order to 


realize such a scene. Our bcinx shipwrecked 
sent us into the West Indies lo repair. Wo 
went inlo St. Thomas, a small island, with a 
beautiful harbor and romantic scenery. It 
was, in old limes, the favorite report of pirates. 
The castles or fortresses of two of the most 
noted, Blue Heard and Blnck Heard, are yet 
standing. 


"Wo stopped at three ports on tho Atlantic 


oido of South America— nt rcrnaiubnco, Mon- 


since, been digging; bailing, sifting, rooking; 
and shaking, to get gold. I have had but in- 
different success as yet. 
It is very much of a 


lottery business, though one can make -what 
would be called high WORCS at home—any S3 
or S-i per day, in moat any of, tbo mines, and 
have steady work. But no one will do it at 
prcseut, as all are determined to try and do 
better, so long as every inch of the mines is 
not dug over. 


But I suppose I need not tell you much 


about tho mines, as you havo probably rend 
all you wish to, about them. Many now dis- 
coveries arc boing made, and of late attention 
is a good deal directed to quartz mining. But 
to do this successfully, requires quito an out- 
lay of money. Many very rich veins of tho 
quartz have been opened. 


You will hear of many great strikes being 


made hero, as the California papers chronicle 
all they can hoar of, and somo more. Large 
quantities of gold aro surely taken out in a 
very short time, but this is not a general 
thing, and occurs much less frequently than 
when tha mines were first opened. You can 
now scarce go to any place where there is tho 
least prospect of finding gold, which has not 
been prospected and dug over. B

I had quite n 
little of South 


America and its inhabitants. Tho majority 
of them, to far as 1 could judge, aru in a state 
of semi-barbarism, and aro ruled, or rather led 
by designing priests. Tho cities tire nothing 
to boast of, either in cleanliness, streets, or 
buildings. In comparison with home, it all 
looks like another country nnd another age. 
AVu wero Home three weeks in Dilution Ay res, 
the coat of Government oftho Argentine He- 
publie. I enjoyed myself very well there; but 
one should apeak thu Itingiiu^e of a country, 
in order to iimhu tho society of its inhabitant* 
very agreeable. I could not speak a word of 
Spanish, nnd so hud to got along us best I 
could, llucnoa Ayrcs is quite n fine city, and 
well worth visiting. It ia situated on the 
kouth branch of tho River La Plata, some two 
hundred miles from its mouth. Tho La Flatu 
is n very largo river, and you can scarcely see 
across it nt this city. Its banks for n long way 
up aru quito flat, and aro sa!d to resemble 
somuwhat thu bunks of tho Micsimippi. 
In 


landing there, you can only go within n quar- 
ter of .1 mile of tho slioro with a bout. They 
como off for you then, with mules and carts, 
and tiro as anxious to gut passengers, as our 
cabmen and haekiaon at home. 


Wo wore promised a visit, whilo in port, 


from 1'residuut llosas and hid daughter, and 
preparations wcro miulo accordingly; but 
they disappointed tu, probably fearing conta- 
gion, ns we wero last from u yellow fever port- 
\\'o bad actually lost four men with that dis- 
ease, (hu lait of whom died in this very port, 
though it was not known off the boat; for, if 
it lutd been, wo would havo been obliged to 
remain in quaranlinu a month or more, with 
n yellow Hag nt our mast-head, and no ono 
would havo dared to come near us. Wo were 
disappointed in not seeihi; Fresident llosas 
and hi* daughter, though they probably saved 
themselves the necessity of taking n vinegar 
bath, which they would surely hnvo done had 
they suspected the yellow fever. 


Away from Buenos Ayres, we wero in n 


few days nt the Horn—I came through there, 
you know 1 Wo got ashore thero ; fortunate- 
ly not so bad but that tho tide took us off.— 
Wo hud a visit from tho native Fatagonians, 
both male and female. They aro quito like 
our own Indian:), but rather larger, and don't 
dress <t( all erpensively t It wits winter there 
(Jl being in June) when wo camo through, 
nnd tho mountain* wcro cupped with snow 
and ico. 
Tho scenery for much of tho way 


was grand nnd magnificent. Wo stopped n 
short time nt Fort F 
, n Chilian convict 


settlement. That is a great country for a 
vportsman. 
Gamo of many kinds is abund- 


ant. You and I could enjoy ourselves well 
thero for onu summer. Near tho Horn we 


greeted roughly by tho Old Facific, but 


wo kept along and most oftho time in sight of 
land. The scenery on tho coast, ns far as 1 
had tho pleasure of seeing it, was magnificent, 
and I cannot regret that I came hero, the 
way I did come. The sights I have seen, nnd 
tho events of tho voyage, will over seem like 
the realizing of a romance. 


Wo stopped at Talcahuana (Tnckawnna), 


tho first port we made on tho Facifio, and 
anchored whuro somo yonra since stood a city. 
It was sunk by an earthquake. It is a good 
harbor, but there is no town, only a fow hov- 
els. Tho town of Conception, where tho 
principal business is done, is some nine miles 
back. I did not'go to it, as our stay was 
uhort. Ilorc I bad tho first view of Chili and 
its inhabitants. 
Thero is but littlo enterprise 


among them. Somo of the women aro pretty, 
healthy and robust looking, with curious no- 
tions of propriety, and of no virtue at all.— 
They aro vory partial to Americans and Eng- 
lishmen. Our no.\t port was Valparaiso, a 
tide-bill city, looking finely from the water, 
nnd of much commercial importance.

a trip into tho mountains last spring, with a 
company who knew right where it was to be 
found in largo quantities, and no mistake.

Onu 
docs best generally to get into a good mining 
section and keep steady at work. Ho is as 
likely to find " his pile" in this way, as in 
any, und is sure to ho making fair wages all 
thu time. 


I am now working, as you will see by the 


caption of my letter, on tho American River. 
I havo not taken out any gold for tho last two 
or three weeks, as wo have been busy turning 
thu river, so as to bo able lo work to better 
adviinlngu. Tho work is now nearly com- 
pleted, so that wu shall bo taking out gold 
next week, if wo can find any. If not, wo 
shall go somewhere else. Such is tho gipsy 
lifu of a miner. But I have been telling you 
about tho mines, after all. Now a little uhout 
California. I liko Iho climate much. You 
can in fnct have almost any climntc you 
choose. I am near tho Sacramento Valley, 
some forty miles Horn tho city. Tho nights 
nro quite cool, and tho middle of tho days 
quite warm. Tho thermometer gets to 1M* 
and more, sometimes, at noon ; but this heat 
is not so oppressive as 90° ut home. Ono cun 
work vciy comfortably, except perhaps for 
two or three hours in tho middle of the day. 
I enjoy myself very well, keep steadily at 
work in search of tho ore, do my own cook- 
ing and washing, and live in a vory independ- 
ent manner. If you will como out here, wo 
can hnvu a good time hunting. Game, such 
as deer, hares, quail, &c., is quito abundant.
